Rev. Tkonta* Chart** BiUkeinMT, 


for many years Professor of Hebrew 
at the Theological Seminary here, 
and for the past ten years a profes- 
sor emeritus of that institution, died 
at his home on Springs avenue last 
Saturday morning in his 8ist year. 


Dr. Billheimer was born at Heller- 


towii. Pa.. October n. 1842. a son of 
Jesse Billheimer and a grandson of 
Christian Billheimer. who came to 
America from \Vurtemburg in 1764,

Dr. Biilheimer received his pre- 


liminary education at Bethlehem and 
Easton.

He accepted in 1893 the chair of 


Hebrew and Old Testament Exegesis 
at the Seminary here and held this 
position until in 10.11 when he retired, 
being elected Professor Emeritus. He 
received the degrees of Doctor of Di- 
vinitv from Gettysburg College. 


Dr. Biiiheirner tilled many positions 


during the busy years of his life, 
bringing to the cHscharge of every 
d:s:v a broad grasp and sound judg- 
ment, and both his church, and her 
institutions greatly profited by his 
abilities 
and 
he 
gave 
himself 
in 


many ways. 
He was a member 


o: the Board of Publication of the 
Lutheran Church 
for 23 years, a 


member of the Board of Directors of 
the Seminary for years, also a mem- 
ber of Board of Trustees of Gettys- 
burg College for 23 years and for 
much of the time a member of the 
Executive Committee. He served as 
a director for many years of the 
Evergreen Cemetery and started and 
kept the books in which the endow- 
ment tunds were preserved separate 
and apart, and could tell in a mo- 
ment the status of any endowed lot 
in our cemetery. Dr. Billheimer was 
a

Board of the town and helped to de- 
velop the advanced educational fa- 
cilities of this place. 


Irs pursuit of the studies of his 


chair in Seminary. Dr. Billheimer 
made two trips to Europe and once 
to Egypt and the Holy Land. 
He 


was one of those rare experts, a He- 
brew scholar. 


Dr. BiHhcimcr was a veteran of the 


Civil War. While at school in Get- 
tysburg he became a member of the 
28th Pa. Emergency Regiment and 
one of the pleasures of his recent 
years was in attending the weekly 
meeting of the G. A. R. Post, of 
which he was a member. 


Any resume of the activities of his 


life can not do justice to the soul of 
the niqn. for he was one of those 
warm-hearted men, of the kindest 
disposition, who always met one with 
a smile and a happy word, often a 
good story. A man who was most 
approachable and helped many who 
sought him with his sound judgment 
and comforting words. He was the 
kind of man people liked to be mar- 
ried by and when they came to pass 
away to have him officiate at the fu- 
neral and Dr. Billheimer was con- 
tinually called upon in these ways. 
His last funeral was about a week be- 
fore his death, and he ever made 
those feel, who asked his services 
that they were welcome to the full- 
ness of his strength. 


Dr. Billheimer had rare gifts as a 


preacher and public speaker, and 
since retiring from 
Seminary has

The more xve know about the for- 


est and xvhat it does for our welfare, 
the more xve appreciate its presence 
and the more xve will do to protect 
and perpetuate it. 


The Forest is a Soil Saver. 


Every acre of land should be kept 


productive. 
The forest utilizes soil 


too poor to produce food crops. 
There are at least thirteen million 
acres jof such land in Pennsylvania. 


A forest increases 
the x-alue of 


bare soil by the production of a crop 
with very little labor, and thus bears 
its just share of taxation, tending by 
so much to reduce the taxes on farm 
land. 


A forest increases the fertility of 


the soil on which it grows and pre- 
pares it for agricultural use xvhen 
needed for that purpose. 
The Forest is a Renewable Natural 


Resource. 


It uses the productix-e powers of 


nature and furnishes a timber crop.
